States Fish Commission received a tel- j 
egram this morning from President Jor- 
dan of the Leland Stanford University, 
and from Prof. Gilbert, touching the 
cruise of the Albatross to Hawaii and 
•finally approved a plan' by which the 
Albatross shall not leave San Francisco 
for the work in the Hawaiian Islands 
till March 1. In these dispatches a few 
days ago it was stated that the Alba- 
tross would leave San Francisco for the 
work Jan. 1. Since then, however, the 
matter of cost of the cruise has been 
looked Into and it .has been deemed 
feasible, on account of the lack of ap- 
propriations, that the Albatross shall 
not sail tUl the later date mentioned, 
March 1. 
"The government allows us only $33,- 


000 a year for'our ships, operated by 
the Fish Commission," said Mr. Bow- 
ers this afternoon. 
"The cost of coal 


alone on the trip of the- Albatross to 
Hawaii will be $15,000. If she should 
start on the trip January 1, as we had 
planned, we have money.enough to keep 
her going till May 1. However, on the 
•plan we have adopted of sending her 
on March 1, we shall have money 
enough to keep her at work in the Ha- 
waiian Islands till after July 1, when 
the 
appropriations for the next fiscal 


year will be available. SjJnder a recent 
decision of the Comptroller of 
the 


Treasury, our appropriations for ships 
have been crippled, for every dollar ex- 
pended anywhere for boats, even the 
coet of an oar for a skiff, has to come 
ont of this $35,000 appropriation. That 
sum is by no means enough for that 
work, and the coming year I believe I 
can get a larger amount.

Walter C. Weedort 


Lectured Upon 


Hawaii. 


~ (Prom Saturday's dally.) 


Walter C. Weedon. the man who holds 


the record for the quickest travelling 
ever made between Honolulu and Bos- 
ton—nine days and twenty-three hours- 
returned yesterday In the Alameda from 
a six months* lecturing tour In the East- 
ern States. 
While coming across the 


continent .In the direction of the Pacific 
coast, Mr. Weedon delivered about fifty 
stereopttcon lectures and other addresses 
on Hawaii, his audiences aggregating 
about 25,000 people. His largest audience 
was at Cbautiuqua, where 4,000 persons 
listened to his lecture and sa* the plc- 
t»rci. After repeated efforts to obtain 
the use of the Temple of Music at the 
Pan-American Exposition, where Presi- 
dent McKinley was shot, he was given 
the privileges of the building, and lec- 
tured tbere twice, each time to an audi- 
ence o? 2,000 people. Other lectures were 
given in Long Branch, where he went In 
company with Anthony Comstock, Alle- 
gheny City, Cleveland, Plttsbtrg, Mil- 
waukee, Chicago, Bay View, Minneappo- 
lis, Hiram College and Omaha. His last 
lecture was given at Pasadena. 


"I am confident," said Mr. Weedon 


yesterday evening, "that my experience 
In the lecture field has opened tbe way 
for one of the best ways to present Ha- 
waii to the American public. I don't 
think that for the outlay connected with 
the matter the interests of Hawal could 
bb better conserved than to follow this 
thing pp. It will require a man who will 
put his whole heart In it 
It needs a 


man acquainted with Hawaiian life, com- 
mercial interests, religous, climatic, so- 
cial and educational features, to show 
off Hawaii In the proper way. A man 
should be sent now to St. Louis and an- 
other man further east 
That is the 


way to tell what Hawaii has here and 
to attract capital. We need more out- 
side capital and the only way to get It la 
to tell tbe people what we've got out 
here. 
"I did not think much of the educa- 


tional exhibit Hawaii had at the Pan- 
Amertcan Exposition. It was too small 
and not In a conspicuous place. I think 
the money could have been put to better 
advantage in other ways of advertising 
the Territory. 
"I found out much about sisal fiber, 


and can say that there Is a big demand 
for It right now at eight cents a pound 
for 400 tons if we could supply It. This 
was Dn the basis of the samples I took 
away with me from Honolulu. We hope 
to "have the machinery for the plantation 
here In a short time, machinery which 
,will work to advantage. 
I think that 


1f the people here give their attention to 
the development of the sisal Industry 
the revenues will be greater in propor- 
tion t*ian trat to be derived from sugar. 
I am not over sanguine, but I am con- 
vinced this Is true. There is money 
in sisaL We have a plantation of about 
700 acres on this Island, which is doing 
well 
It should average about a ton an 


acre."

EOPLE in Washington are of opin- 


ion that the laior situation in Ha- 
waii should'be relieved by the 


bringing in of Europeans," said Mr. J- 
B. Atherton, last evening:. Mr, Ather- 
ton return-fed in the Alameda last even- 
ing after'-a • trip of two months to the 
East. During his visit he spent several 
days In Washington, though the prin- 
cipal portion of his visit was made to 
friends in Baltimore. Mr. Atherton was 
one.bf the members of the party of Ha- 
•waiians who visited President Roose- 
'velt and afterward went about the va- 
rious departments. Commenting upon 
' the feeling there as to labor matters, he 
continued: 


"There is a general lack of knowledge 


in the capital of conditions here. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt wanted to-know why 
we did not get laborers who.would be- 
come citizens. We told him of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars spent by 
the planters to secnre Portuguese, Ital- 
ian, Norwegian and other men to work 
in the cane, and how they went to Cal- 
ifornia as soon as they got any money, 
but the incident showed that no one 
has any idea of the conditions here. 
President Roosevelt, however, is 
anx- 


ious to have information 
and seems 


much interested in the islands. 


"There seems no doubt that the Chi- 


nese exclusion bill will pass, but only 
after a fight. There are 
members of 


the House who would like to make-a 
fight but are afraid to go against the 
labor unions, but the Senators are not 
afraid. The labor unions, seeing that 
they have such a hold, will try an-i 
make the bill include Japanese and all 
Oriental races. Thia is certain to cre- 
ate a great feeling against the bill and 
may be the means of preventing action 
for a time after the close of the period 
during which the bill is operative. 
Should this be the effect I believe the 
Six Companies at San Francisco would 
run into California,many thousands of 
Chinese-

SAN 
FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.—The 


New York Commercial In an Issue of a 
few days ago, says: 


J. B. Atherton, one of the richest 


men in Hawaii and many times a mill- 
ionaire, has been in^Ghicago In the last 
few days with L. T. Grant, manager of 
the Hawaiian 
Automobile Company. 


Atherton and Grant have been seeking 
an adjustment of the insurance on 
twenty-two automobiles that were In a 
storage warehouse In Honolulu destroy- 
ed by fire,In October. They will prob- 
ably recover about $80,000 on the auto- 
mobiles, which cost the company Jp2,- 
000.A curious story is connected with 
their visit t* Chicago. About two years 
ago Honolulu went "automobile mad." 


I The newspapers published pictures of 
strange-looking horseless vehicles that 
(contrasted so sharply with the ancient 
mule cars of the town that the people 
were awe-struck. They clamored wildly 
for some of these queer things. A com- 
pany was formed to gratify them. "9- 
B. Atherton assumed the presidency 
and L. T. Grant the management.

. MAUI, Dec. 2(1—At 2:80 o'clock on 
the morning of the 18th, James AMejr- 
son., postmaster o* Makawao, ex-mem- 
ber of the Legislature, and. prominent 
citizen of Maul, died of pneumonia at 
Faia plantation hospital, after a abort 
illness.

Mr. Anderson, at the time of his 


death was seventy-three years or age, 
having been born In a email village 
near St. Albans, Vermont, August 8. 
1828. His parents were Scotch by Wrth 
and were engaged in farming. In 1849, 
after the death of both father and 
mother, James Anderson 
Bold 'the 
farm'and departed for California, via 
the Isthmus of Panama, In search of 
gold. 
After pursuing the life of a miner 
and rancher, with 
varying 
success, 
making and losing several^jpodest for- 
tunes, he came, in 1870, to Ulupalakua, 
Miaul, as a member of the famous Lln- 
colnvllle colony, a company of Ameri- 
cans who were to iplant cane for Capt 
James McKee on shares. This scheme 
failed In less than two years of trial, 
aut Mr. Anderson remained with Cap- 
tain McKee eight yearsjonger, becom- 
ing assistant manager'under h|m^ In 
LS80 he removed to Makawao to- estab- 
lish a .sugar plantation In 
company 


with W. F. Mossman, of Hamakuapo- 
poko. The sugar enterprise, however, 
was abandoned,' owing to the succes- 
sive wrecks of two vessels voyaging 
from Scotland, and consequent loss of 
two sets of sugar machinery. The An- 
derson and Mossman folly, as it has 
been called, is still marked by a state- 
ly mill chimney standing In upper 
Makawao.

One 
of his nephews. John G. Anderson Jr., 
is well known on Maui, having resided 
several years in Makawao, and having 
married a daughter of tbe late Thomas 
Campbell, of Pafa. 
The funeral took place at Paia For- 
eign Church during, the afternoon of 
the day of his death. Rev. Dr. E. a. 
BeckwKh conducted the 
ceremonies,

*Dr. Beckwitfr "described the life and 
character of the deceased with rare 
sympathy and eloquence.
